NINE OUT OF TEN 
~DOWN: WITH DENGUE FEVER 


New York, Sept. 5.—National head- 
quarters of the Near East. Relief. last 
night annonuced receipt of ‘a cable- 
gram stating that the, epidemic of 
dengue fever in Greece had claimed 
as its victim ninety per cent. of the 
population of Athens and Piraeus. 
The. disease is spreading to the sub- 
urbs, of the two. cities, the message 
reported, and to the coast islands and 
Salonika. 

Dengue fever has troubled. tropical 
and semi-tropical countries, particu- 
uarly the Indies, for many years. 

Its name, pronounced denge, was 
apparently taken from -an old Span- 
ish word of the same _ spelling, 
meaning stiff or prim, and popularly 
applied to the disease because of the 
peculiar cramped. postures assumed 
by patients. ‘ 

The symptoms of dengue are:.a 
sudden fever, pains in the- joints, 
muscles:.and bones, “and : headache. 
The crisisis' marKed':by; the vappear- 
ance of an eruption similar to ‘scar- 
let fever. A mosquito ,transmits:the 
germ. ‘

> \ EXHAUSTIVE TESTS 


Asphaltic oil treatment of gravel on 
‘tthe Airdrie-Calgary section’ of the 
Edmonton-Calgary trail is being con- 
ducted under government supervision, 
according to Hon. O. L. McPherson, 
minister of public works. The pur- 
pose of the treatment, which is being 
carried out with a variety of oils. and 
mixtures, {s to endeavor to find some 
reasonably priced method’ of oil treat- 
ment of roads which will'add to both 


‘their longevity and efficiency. 


The minister explained that the ex- 
periments with various oils had not 


‘ied him to dectde upoh aty otié par- 
ticular oil to be used. Work such as 
was now being done in Alberta had 
been done in sections of the east and 
in the United States and had been 
uniformly and entirely successful. 
Conditions in Alberta climatically and 
regarding road construction generally 
were different, and it did not follow 
that a treatment that would , prove 
successful, say in Ontario, would meet 
the requirements in Alberta. 

Officials of the Imperial Oil Com- 
pany had come from the east and 
the Airdrie 
section ‘making exhaustive ‘tests of 
different methods and material in an 
effort to arrive at a decision as ito 
wihch Would be the most successful 
and satisfactory for use.

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WOULD MODIFY ¥ 
PROHIBITION ‘LAW 


At Albany on August 21 Govornar| 


AL. Smith accepted the Democratic 
noninatton for U.S. President, 

As millons Hstened-In by radio, the 
new leader of the Democrats adyo- 
ev ad modiflcation of: both the Vol- 
stead law and tho Eighteenth Amend. 
ment; reiterated that he would give 
the problem of controlling crop sur- 
pluses his {immediate attention, if 
elected; assatlad the administration's 
Nicaraguan and Mexican policy, and 
pledged himself to a “real” endeavor 
to outlaw war, 


He also caused for reorganization 
of federal government activities on 
a business basis; declared that 
neither he nor the Democratic party 
contemplated “sudden or drastic” 
changes in tariff schedules; reaffirmed 
his stand for public ownership and 
control of waterpower; promised a 
square del for war veterans; stressed 
the need for inland waterway devel- 
opment, reforestation and conserva- 
tion of natural resources, and adyo- 
cated “progressive legislation for the 
protection and care of working men 
and women,” 


Half way through his address, 
which he had prepared with the idea 
of completing its delivery within an 
hour, Governor Smith tackled the pro- 
hibition question. He never will ad- 
vocate or approve any law, he said, 
which directly or indirectly permits 
the return of the saloon, and sale of 
intoxicants by state agencies was 
proposed as an alternative, 


Declaring that the president of the 
United States has two constitutional 
duties with respect to prohibition—en- 
forcement of the law and a determin- 
ation of what changes, if any, should 
be recommended to congress, the 
nominee made this pledge:— 

“T shall to the very limit execute 
the pledge of our platform to make 
an honest endeavor to enforce the 
Eighteenth Amendment and all pro-| 
visions of the federal constitution and 
all laws enacted pursuant thereto.” 

Then he added: “The President 
does not make the laws. He does his 
best to execute them whether he likes 
them or not. The corruption in en- 
forcement activities which caused a 
former republication prohibition ad- 
ministration to state that  three- 
fourths of the dry agents were polit- 
ical ward heelers named by politicians 
without regard to civil service laws, 
and that prohibition is the ‘new po- 
litical pork barrel,’ I will ruthlessly 
stamp out. Such conditions cannot 
and will not exist under any admin- 
istration presided over by me.” 

States to Fix Standard 

Insisting that the present legal 
definition of the alcoholic content 
of an intoxicating beverage’ is ‘‘ad- 
fic,” .Governor Smith expressed ‘the 
view that “some immediate relief 
would come from an amendment to 
the Volstead Law,” which would “sub- 
ject always to the provisio that.:that 
standard could not exceed the max- 
imum fixed by Congress.” 

“I believe moreover that there 
Should be submitted to the people 
the question of some cliange in the 
provisions of the 18th Amendment,” 
the nominee went on. “Certainly, 
no one foresaw when the amend- 
ment was ratified -the conditions 
which exist. today of bootlegging, 
corruption and open violation. of 
the law in all parts of the country. 
The people themselves should, after 
this eight years: of. trial, be permit- 
ted to say whether existing condi- 
tion should be rectified. 

“I personally believe in an amend- 
ment in the 18th Amendment which 
would give to each individual state 
itself, only after approval by a refer- 
endum popular vote of its people, the 
right wholly within its borders: to im- 
port, manufacture or cause to be 
manufactured, and seil alcholic bev- 
erages, the sale to be made only by

RAMSAY MACDONALD, ,

Vancouver, B.C., August 27.—"I 
have no fear for our race and for our 
empire, for our kith and kin, provided 
we maintain the qualities of 
fathers who begot us,” Rt.

ACT IS DECLARED. |

A judgment declaring the Married 
Women’s Act, passed by the legisla- 
ture of Alberta, to be ultra vires of 
the powers’ of the province, was 


handed down on Monday»py Hon. 
Chie; Justice Simmons, in the action 
Hill vs. Hill, : 


The decision is of special import- 
ance to lawyers and the public, be- 
cause if it {is upheld in the higher 
courts, it will raise the question of the 
validity of a considerable part of the 
Domestite Reldtions Act, passed by 
the legislature of Alberta in 1927, 

The action was one in which the 
wife sued the husband in the Alberta 
courts for separation, and in the al< 
ternative for slander. The action for 
separation was dismissed. The de- 
fence to the action for slander was 
that such an action could not be 
mainthined in the province .of Al- 
berta, 


- In his judgment, Chief Justice 
Simmons defines slandor as coming 
within actions described as_ torts, 
which include personal actions for 
negligence, His lordship went on: 
to say that in England and in the 
English-speaking provinces of Can- 
ada, with the exception of Alberta, 
legislation had been passed giving 
married ,women the right to bring 
actions in the courts without join- 
ing their husbands as_ co-plaintiffs; 
provided, however, that the hus- 
band and wife could not sue each 
other in  tort—i.e., 
negligence. The

: Basis of Judgment 

Thee judgment, in effect,.says that 
the Alberta Married Women’s Act 
purports to give the spouses the 
right to sue each other in tort. The 
judgment holds that this legislation 
of the province igs ultra vires to’ its 
powers, because the subject of mar- 
riage is specifically placed within 
legislative jurisdiction of the’ Do- 
minion parliament by the Britisn 
North American Act, while solemn- 
fation of marriage {s under the leg- 
islative powers o fthe provinces.

Speaking.~of the results of the 
Married Wonien’s Act, the chief 
justice remarks. that to the layman 
these would appear startling, and. 
declares that “if the husband and 
wife go for a ride in their motor car 
and, through the negligent driving of 
the husband, an accident occurred and 
the wife is injured she will have her 
action against him in Tort for his 
negligence.” - 

“If the newly wed wife does not 
exercise the care which a reason; 
ably careful housewife would exer- 
cise under the circumstances, with 
the result that the food is impro- 
perly prepared and as a consequence 
the husband is afflicted with indi- 
gestion and his health thereby 1m- 
paired; he will have his action Heetnet 
his wife for negligence. : 

“It seems to me quite clear that 
if the spouses can sue each other in 
Tort, that the common law doctrine 
of unity resultant from the marae S| 
contract has’ been obliterated to a:

EIGHTH CROP REPORT has ‘beon done in the province to date 
and no estimate can be made at the 
present time of the yield of the dif- 
ferent grains. We do not anticipate, 
however, any increase in total yields 
of wheat over that of 1927. The qual- 
ity of the grain being harvested 
throughout the province is good. 

Frosts have occurred in almost all 
parts of the province but these have 
been confined to small areas and the 
average percentage of damage from 
frost for the province will be small, 
not more that 10% at the most. Hail 
damage has been heavy algo in a few 
districts but the average for the prov- 
ince will be less than last year, The 
percentage is estimated to be approxi- 
mately 14% of the insured acreage 
as against.17% last year. The crop 
in, general has been singularly free 
from disease and insect pests. 

Labor appears to be _ plentiful 
throughout the province, wages run- 
ning from $3.50 to $5.00 per day. 
Swathing machines and-combines are 
being used more generally in the prov- 
ince than was the case last year and 
harvesting should go forward rapidly. 

The acreage sown to wheat will be 
less than estimated at the beginning 
of the season owing to the dry weath- 
er at’wheat seeding time. This land, 
however, was sown to coarse grains 
and the total acreage of the province 
is aproximately the same as estimat- 
ed. 

The beet crop of Southern Alberta 
is progressing well and promises a 
good yield per acre, 


(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
September 1, 1928). 

Broken weather during the first two 
weeks in August retarded the ripen- 
ing of crops and delayed harvesting a 
few days. The warm ‘weather of the 
past ten days has, however, been bene- 
ficial in drying the grain for cutting, 
and in ripening the late grains, and 
cutting ig now general over the entire 
province, The Peace: River country 
‘reposts 75% of cutting done and 
threshing expected to be general by 
next week. Central and _ southern 
parts of the province report 25 to 30% 
of cutting done, “Very little threshing.
